THE VACATION QUESTION. 
Tu: lettey we published on Saturday 
from Mr ‘P. W. Goldring ‘setting out 
the reasons of the changed attitude 
the Colony 
in regard to the Supreme, Court 


of certain solicitors of 
Vacation question ig an , interesting 
contribution to the discussion which has 
been proceeding. We think that per 
haps the most important announcement 


hat Mr Goldring bad to make was that 


the resolutions passed by the Law 
Society at full meeting would shortly be 
published. An amount of curiosity 
exists as to the position taken up by the 
Law Society in regard to, not only the 
Vueation, but on the third judge ques- 
tion, If weecan judge of the attitude 
of the Law Society by that ‘of Mr 
Goldring we would assume that the 
Society places more importance upon 
the appointment of a third judge than on 
any other matter. If thig isso weare in 
tho most hearty accord with the Sociéty. 
For months past we have been asking 
thnt such -an’ appointment should -be 
provided for but we “have not, as yet, 
succeeded in drawing from the Govern- 
ment any expression of opinion. Now, 
hovover, that our efforts, and those .of 
other papers: which have followed ‘our 
lead, seem certain to shave the stipport |, 
of the Law Society, and, we ventura’ to 
hope, of the: Bench, it may reasonably. be 
expected that’ the Government vill 
declare” its policy in the immediate 

Strangely enough Bir Goldring, 
in the conelytding : sontence of: his letter, 


anticipated us us. tn B propos to ovareding 


amalgamating the professions provails 
in many of the British oyersens posses 
sions. It cortainly has been tried’ in 
South Ausitalin and‘otler -Australion 
states and. in Natal, ahd. was found 
to work -in- the interests both of the 
public and the profession, “There is no 
more reason why one man should not 
perform the duties - of barrister than 
solicitor thon that one perso should not 
combine the functions of physician and 
surgeon. Tho only obatacle, ind we are 
not foolish enough to pretend to ignore 
that it is a very serions obatacle, is that 
the system is ngainst “olo” custom. 
Still we bayo no doubt that, in course of 
time,.the opposition will give way to the 
force of reason «nd that th this simple way 
out of a very real difficulty will -be 
adopted. In the meantime we have a 
suggestion: tomake to His Honour the- 
Chief Justice, which we believe, with all 
respect, is worthy of hia consideration, 
In the Australi states there are any 
number of barristers with Colonial 
qualifications who would probably be 
only too glad to embrace the opportuni- 
ties afforded them in Hongkong if they 
were offered ‘them. Rut we helieve that, 
ai the present “Time, to. qualify to plead 
in ow Courts they must firet of all 
If their Colonial qua- 
lification were accepted us sufficient, and 


qualify at Home. 


this fact were made known in’ the 
Australian press we believe that some 
of the barristers from the Commonwealth 
This 


would relieve the position materially. 


would find their way up bere. 


We suggest this with all deference as’ 
there may ho difliculties of which we are 
unidware. But these are: matters ‘on 
which the Law Society might well ee 
press on opinion and we trust that be- 
fore long we will be enabled to publish 
the sense of that body on ‘all the ques- 
tions which have arisen in the course of 
this discussiofi: 


The Chinese Government appenra to 
be endeavoyring to use another strate- 
gem to capture Dr Sun Yat Sen, the 
rebel lender. After offering the sum of 
$100,000 whicly was finally increased to 
$200,000, the Peking authorities sud- 
denly changed their tactics. It is of no 
use, they have upparently determined, to 
endeavour to -effect the capture by the 
offer of money, and proposal is put 
forward by which it is hoped that the 
notorious rébel leatler will eventually 
surrender himself for the sake ofa 


{ miserable official rank. According to a 


Peking telegram to our native edition 
to-day, the, Chinese Government pro- 
poses to invite the doctor to surrender 
by conferring an official rank on him. 
Tt remains to be seen whether Sun will 
accept. the compromise. What the 
doctor wants is the title of Emperor 
of Chin#, and it is very doubtful if he 
will become an official to be cashiered 
and decapitated afterwards. Yuan Shi 
Kai is to he praised for objecting to 
the proposal, not bocause he knew that 
Sun would not surrender but because he 
was positive that the action proposed to 
be taken was simply childisb. Asa 
matter of fuct Sun has been practically 
made great by the Chinese Government 
offering heavy rewards. He was not at 
all tho sort of character to be feared 
with regard tothe re-construction or | 
destruction of an Empire. We have | 
reason to believe that by ignoring him 
altogether China sould rob him of any 
influence he may have.

Wo aro led to 
think specially of Britain and the ish 
kmpiro, with “its ‘ abundauce of nll 
things.” Tho oxpansion of Britcin is 
modern, At tho end of the 16th century 
Britain had ne possessions outside Europs. 
Thon the defent of the Spanish Armada 
announced ty tho world that Britain could 
live on the sca. Britain in putting on the 
robe of the Reformation te the extent that 
she did, was unconsciously receiving also 
tho purple of Emp But it remmined 
for Oliver Cromwell, with his volunteor 
army and new, navy, to leud Britain to 
take uw atind ‘which decided for the future 
her gigantic ditensions, From tlic time 
thut sho more dotinitely set her face toward 
the Kingdom of God revenled in the 
refound New Testunent, from that time 
she has almost unconsciously stretch- 
ed her dominions tound the world. 
The Treaty of Utrecht (1713) lott Britain 
the first State in the world; and sho 
yrudually showed fersolf ns the first 
Colonial Power also. Expansion has been” 
almost continuous --braken by the great 
schism which has made the United States 
of America one of the greatest Powers 
the world hy ever seen. Religion and 
Commerce have gone out peopling almuyt 
ompty Continents and Islands, and coutrol- 
ling vast populations, until # broad band 
of Anglo-Saxon civilisation has been drawn 
round the whole earth. Ss 

It is impossible to regard some of tha 
means by which this has been brought 
about, without shame. We cannot, even 
to-day, speak of, Britain as Christian, 
except in a broad senso. But He who 
makes the wrath of nian to praisc Him has 
boen bestowing an abundanee for Britain, 
and at tha samo time, using Britain to 
averk out some of His gracious purposes. 
‘Through these ten generations snd moro, 
Britain has uot only increased in territory 
and riches, but has also acquired sume- 
thing of a national-conscience and is dimly 
aware of a great mission. If ever God hax 
spoken clearly tou nation He has spoken te 
us, Jf ever God elected a people, set it 
apart for the service of mad and God, He 
hus surely chosen Britain, the Greater 
Britain. The growth vf this Empire is not 
a mutter for pride or self-glorification but 
rather for thanks giving and heart search- 
ing. God's elections are not to privilege 
only or chiefly but mainly to: service. 
Our text shows that service is certain. 
Tho one pertinont question is Whose? 
What is tho service of God? Acknowledg- 
ment in worship, personal goodness, 
kindness to neighbours, considetateness 
even te animals. on this there is nothing 
unreasoniible, arbitrnry or uscless, Now 
what was this nution’s experionce ? While 
they loyally sought to live along these lines 
they grew strong and prospered. - When 
they, switched olf, became indifferent to 
God, their fibro roluxed, they became a 
prey to their enomies. “Bitter and hard 
Tho writer in Deutero- 
nomy was fully justified in the alternative 
he expressed. “In luter days they had 
forgutlun again Ehe teaching of that sacred 
ropmaoes 'onah’ and thought they lived for 
themsulves ‘only to get. They rojected 
thorefore a Messiah who stood for giving, 
helping—and again their'enemies ‘triump- 
hed. One of tha strongest peoples on the 
face of the earth is existing to-day with o 
lost nationality and often grievously 
maltreated, 

‘Tho tes imony of:modern history is the 
samo, Portugal in discovering new lands, 
had na a motive which bulked largo among 
others, the Christian Missionary motive. — 
the service of God according to their light.

MORE INSURANCE LEGIBLATION, 

Tho Insurance Bill which has beon intro- 
duced inte tho Canadian Parliament covers 
both fire and life insurance. The principal 
changes proposed aro that life and fraternal 
insurance ore plaéed on the basis of the 
National Insurance Congress, mortality 
tables, and that the salaries of officials 
exceeding 5000 dols, must be approved by 
the directyrs: “The bill also enables the 
Minister of inance to suspend the license 
of any compiny the conduct of whose 
business is unsatisfactory, and contains a 
prévision for inspection at ‘the hend- 
«martery of foreign companies doing 
business in Canada. Investment funds 
aro restticted to bonds on which thero has 
been vo default for five years, debentures 
on which there bas been no default’ for 
se¥ea years, preferred stock which has 
paid s 4 percent. dividend for five yoars, 
and common stock which has paid 5 per 
cent. for 10. years. The companies are 
given five years in which to comply with 
these investment requirements.
